GALANTINE OF VEAL. 

Ingredients,— Three pounds breast of 
veal, one and a half pounds sausage 
meat, two hard-hotled 4gga, two thick 
slices tongue, a few almonds (blanched), 
ground mace, lemon rind, salt, pepper, 
cayenne. 

Method.—Bone the real. Add the mace 
and grated Í; on rind to the sausage 
meat; spread over the veal, Place on 
the tongue cut in blocks, the egga cut in 
pieces, and fill up spaces with almonds.

GOLD EXPORTS. 

Aiter the temporary check io the with: 
drawals of gold, which followed the raising uf 
the bank rate last week, the renewal f 
exports of the metal has come as a dis- 
aprointment to the gili-edged market, which 
had takea the advance to 5 p.c. with equa- 
nim'ty. In the normal course, no doubt, last 
week's advance in the bank rate would have 
been effective in stopping further gold ship- 
ments, but it appears that the boom in 
Rul.bers, although it may seem a far cry, has 
heen responsible for the continued with- 
drawals of the meta!.

The Second Reading. 
Dail Eireann has passed by seventy- 
one votes to twenty the second reading 
of the Bill which ratifies the London 
Agreement. If, on the one ‘hand, the 
delays in the Dáil have been irri- 
tating, on the other they have served a 
useful purpose: they have proved, both 
positively. and negatively, the enormous 
value of the bargain which President Cos- 
grave made in London. Positively, as 
Ministers have shown during the last four 
days, the bargain lifts the Free State to a 
new plane of welfare and opportunity. 
Negatively, it saves the State from troubles 
and: perils of the gravest kind. The 
opponents of the Bill revealed themselves 
bankrupt of everything except words. 
They failed to present the Dáil with even 
the most shadowy outline of an alternative 


policy. If this Bill. does not. become law, 


the Boundary Report will become law. 
Article V. of the Treaty, under which, in 
the British Chancellor's reckoning, the 
Free State has a capital liability of 
£128 ,000,000 to Great Britain, will remain 
in force; and the Free State Government 
will be driven from office.. Who, then, 
would ride the whirlwind and direct the 


storm? It seems that péevish Mr. Johnson 


and voluble Professor Magennis offer them- 


selves for this task. They have no policy ; 
they do not pretend to have a policy; 
evidently their meeting with Mr. de 


Valera and the other Republican deputies 


did not produce the faintest wisp of a 
policy. They would have thrown. the. Free | 
State into chaos, and would have left four

line. It is well that the Saorstdt should

to a less staggering sum than £128,000,000 ;

Article V. had been maintained, he would 


have sought to avoid arbitration even at 


the cost of a considerable payment to Eng- 
land. The real point is, however, that, so 
long. as any obligation remained under 
Article V., the Free State’s power to raise 
money in British or foreign markets would 
have been crippled. Now, with a com- 
paratively small and clearly defined 


national debt, the Free State will be a

French Finance. 


The financial crisis in France is coming 
rapidly to a head. Two Bills, containing 
M. Loucheur’s proposals for fresh taxa- 
tion, have been laid on the table of the 
Chamber; and their contents have aroused 
dismay, not only among the general public, 
but also in financial circles. The Finance 
Minister proposes to raise the huge sum of 
8,000,000,000 francs. In order to balance 
the Budget—a vital necessity—he requires 
5,600,000,000 francs, as compared with the 
5,400,000,000 which were demanded by M. 
Caillaux some months ago. M. Loucheur 
explains that the additional sum of 
2,200,000,000 francs is necessary to 
meet the expenses of the Moroccan 
and Syrian campaigns, as well as

Wider Thoroughfates. 

Three hundred years ago, when the im- 
memorial Celtic order of things was in 
dissolution and the modern age was born, 
four scholars, known ever after as the 
Four Masters, set about the compilation of 
that great history which-is the chief source 


Ireland. Where, within the boundaries of 
the City of Dublin may there be seen a 
monument to the memory of those pious 
men, but. for whose devotion the very 
names of antique princes and captains, 
clergy and poets, would have perished? 
Few, even of Dublin’s citizens, could 
answer this question ; for the Celtic cross 
which commemorates the Four Masters 
and stands within the grassy triangle at 
the junction of Eccles street and Berkeley 
road, is masked by bushes and is little 
known. By a proposal which will be laid 
before the Dublin Borough Commissioners 
to-morrow, that neglected memorial may 
be brought before the public eye. Mr. 
Commissioner’ Murphy, who has set his 
hand to many wise reforms in the lay-out 
of the city’s thoroughfares, recommends 
that the apex of the triangle. between 
Eccles street and Berkeley road be cut off, 
thus relieving traffic of an awkward and 
dangerous bend. He proposes also the 
widening of several: other streets and the 
construction of new roads at Cabra, 
Dolphin’s Barn and the Vernon Estate, 
all with a view to the relief of traffic 
congestion. His suggestions are sensible 
end their: adoption will rid the journey 
through the city of many a difficulty and 
danger both for travellers by motor car 
and pedestrians. The reforms. proposed, 
however, are but a small beginning of the 
vast work that will be neceséary in the 
next few years. Almost all the roads 
which carry traffic from the city to the 
suburbs and the county pass through 
narrow gorges; and their sharp bends, 
masked by trees and hedges, are death- 
traps in these days of motor cars. All 
such corners must be rounded off sooner 
or later.

COAL WAGE. SUBSIDY. 


WHAT ARE “ STRANGERS?" 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Thureday. 
There were 143 questions for oral answer 
on the Order paper to-day, but less than haif 
of them could be put in the limited time per- 
mitted. Out of the total, some ‘forty ques- 
tions were addressed to the President of the 
Board of Education on the subject of Circular 
1731, which bas to change the system oí 
grants, and has aroused widespread indigna- 
tion among all. the educational authorities in 
the country.

: COAL INDUSTRY. 
After this the House sa into panne 
of Supply on a supplementary vote o

wages in the coal industry. The task of 
introducing the estimate was entrusted to 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, who rene 
for nearly an hour. Mr, Churchill, in asking 
the House to agree to the new estimate had 
necessarily to dip somewhat deeply into 
ancient history, and to recount the circum- 
stances of the industry at the time when the 
Government first decided that a subsidy was 
essential if a crisis was to be averted. They 
had no means, he explained, of ascertaining 
what would be the total. cost of the subven- 
tion. The nearest estimate which he was 
able to frame was between twenty and 
twenty-one millions for the nine months. 
He was not particularly optimistic as to the 
future. He asserted that even with the sub- 
aidy the owners had scarcely been able to 
no # any profit, and that without the sub- 
sidy their losses would have been between 
ten and fifteen millions. . We were certainly 
regaining out export trade, but only by the 
futile method of selling at a loss.. The right 
hon. gentleman was not very clear as to what 
was likely to happen when the subvention 
ceased. He had some hopes of important 
assistance from the Royal Commission, but as 
to this a Labour member considered that 
he was unduly sanguine: Was it too much 
to hope. continued Mr. Churchill, that all 
parties concerned in the industry would cet 
together and grapple with the problem, so 
that the coal trade could make an effort to 
return to its old independent position ’ 
Mr. Hartshorn charged the Government 
with having given way to the coal owvers. 
who had the audacity to put forward a de-. 
mand that the miners should agree to work 
without any guaranteed wage at all.

The Trish Free State (Confirmation of 
Amending Agreement) Bill became an 
Act of Parliament with the granting of 
the Royal Assent this evening. Few 
measures, apart from those rendered 
necessary by war-time emergencies, have 
had so expeditious a passage through Par 
liament. The Bill has not been passed 
without criticism, but the opposition was 
intended mainly as an expression of 
opinion, and was not desiged to hinder 
the progtess of a measure which, it was 
so evident, met the wishes of the majority 
of the members of both Houses. Gratifica- 
tion was expressed at Westminster this 
evening, and it was ho that the Rosa! 
Assent marked the al phase of the 
several difficulties arising out of the Treaty 
which the present Act has amended. 


Speculative Peerages. 

Somebody started to distribute Peerages 
in the Lobby last night with a lavish hand. 
and it was stated that Sir Philip Cunliffe 
Lister and Sir William Joynson-Hicks 
were both to go to the.House of Lords. 
The statement rather su that a 
waggish member had been y starting 
hares with the idea of providing a little 
fun in a dull season. An official denial 
was forthcoming this morning, and 
members were not surprised; for both 
Ministers are very energetic ard hard- 
working, and both are believed to possess 
no small amount of ambition. The idea 
that the. Government Bench needs 
strengthening in the Upper House. is not 
accepted; for the Front Bench there ‘is 
unusually strong. 


Railway Wages. 


In railway circles there is much quiet 
satisfaction that the country will be saved 
fr n the railway strike, which was more 
than probable if the railway companies 
had to enforce wages reduction. To-day 
the different parties were making up 
balance-sheets to show what they might 
win or lose. The companies have lost 
their claim for £4,605,000, but averted 
demands which might have meant 
£30,000,000 sterling. They also stand to 
gain nearly %20,000 by the reduction of 
wages to new men. The workers have 
had to sacrifice their claim for £30,000,000 
new wages, and, while they lose nothing 
in respect of existing employés, they have 
been able to avert a general reduction oí 
wages. No date has been fixed yet for the 
delegates’ conference of the National 
Union of Railwaymen, bat it is unlikely 
tat it will be long delayed. The leaders 
may have some little difficulty in getting 
the men to accept the award, but a great 
deal depends on the success of the pension 
scheme. This remains to be considered by 
the Railway Staff Conference. 


China. 


The civil war now taking place in China 
is difficult to follow, not only on account 
of the different places mentioned, but also 
because the generals seem to be constantly 
changing sides. The Foreign Office is 
now turning a rather anxious eye upon 
Mukden; for it is recognised as 4 
dangerous centre, and it is impossible {> 
foresee what may come out of thé present 
situation there. The great uncértaint 
regarding the immediate future of China 
is bad for trade, particularly for British 
trade; but it is unlikely that it will be 
brighter for some months to come. Th 
Soviet emissaries in China have secur: 
the upper hand for the moment, and 
further trouble is certain :

mission field. The Princess paid the Goll 
Coast a visit last year, found out for 
herself. what the conditions really were 
and returned home with a keen desire to 
find a remedy for a situation where some 
eleven white families in a country as 
large as England were left without 
religious teaching of any kind. It was 
not surprising that, as a result of h: 
speech. a considerable sum was collect: 
in the room, and that funds were promis’! 
for the training of severa] young men 
the Ministry. 


Rubber Prices. 


No decision seems to have been reached 
by the rubber trade as to an increase 
the nrice of tyres, but a rise in the price 
of all classes of tyres appears inevitadie 
in the near future. Twenty per cent. 
seems to be the favoured figure, and one 
firm has already adopted that increase. 
The outlook for tyre users is not at all 
rosy, since, with the present price of 
rubber and the possibility of ifs going 
still higher, there may be a succession vi 
increases during the next two or three 
years. There was a genera] advance of 
ten per cent. in tyre prices last May and 
a further ten per cent. in June. 


England's Polo Team. 


The English polo team to play in a 
winter tournament in the United States 
under the auspices of the United States 
Polo Association is to include the Marquis 
of Waterford and Lord Cromwell. The 
former, who is not yet six and twenty, 
has shown his ability in many a’strongly 
contested match, while Lord Cromwell has 
long been noted as one of our hest players.

DECLARATION OF PROTEST. 


Forty-three Republican Deputies, headed 
by Mr. de Valera, signed a declaration pro- 
testing against the partitaon of Ireland at a 
meeting in the Rotunda, Dublin, last night. 
Mr. J. J. Kelly presided in the Large 
Concert Hall, which was filled to the doors. 
Mr. de Valera said that in another place 
other representatives were meeting to decide 
whether or not.they would give their consent 
to the partition of their country. For Re- 
ublicans who held by the Sovereignty of the 
rish nation there could be no two opinions 
on that question. They might have to bow 
their heads for a time to the enforced parti- 
tion of their country by a foreign Power; 
but the sanction of their consent that parti- 
tion could never have. ‘‘ We deny,” Mr. de 
Valera continued, ‘that any section of our 
people can give away. the Sovereignty of or 
alienate any part of the territory of this 
nation. If this generation should be base 
enough to consent to give them away, the 
right to win them back remains unimpaired 
for those to whom the future will bring the 
opportunity. My proposition is that the 
Teachtai here present should come forward 
and register their abhorrence of the proposed 
dismemberment of our country. 

Mr. de Valera then read the following de- 
claration :— 

“In the name of the Irish nation and the 
Trish race, in the name of all who have stood, 
and will yet stand unflinchingly for the 
yap 7 independence of Ireland, we, the 
duly elected representatives of the Irish 
people, by our names appended hereto, pro- 
claim and record our unalterable opposition 
to the partition of our country.”

The 
latter announced that he had postponed the 
making of a call as long as possible. 
There were, he said, several shareholders in 
receipt of thousands per annum who were 
trying to avoid payment; whilst widows with 
small incomes were meeting their liabilities. 
He intended to put a stop to that, and to get 
the money out oí those who had it. 
Questioned on the point of prosecuting the 
directors, the Liquidator said that he was 
going to strip them of everything financially, 
and he would not give much for their stand- 
ing and credit in the town. They had con- 
ducted the business of the company in a 
careless way. 
A shareholder stated that the late chairman 
had bluffed business men, directors, bank 
managers, and everyone else. The shareholders 
had been hoodwinked and robbed.

THE DUKE OF MONTROSE, 


A Glasgow telegram announces the death 
of the Duke of Montrose K.T|, at 11 o'clock 
last night. The members of the duke’s family 
were present at his bedside. 

Douglas Beresford Melise Graham, fifth 
Duke of Montrose, was the third son of the 
fourth duke, and Caroline Agnes, youngest 
daughter of the second Lord Decies He was 
born in November, 1852, and! succeeded his 
father in 1874. 
The Duke of Montrose was Hereditary 
Sheriff of Dumbarton, and had been Lord 
Lieutenant of Stirlingshire since 1885. He 
was Lord High Commissioner. of the Church 
of Scotland from 1916 to 1917, and had been 
Lord Clerk Registrar of Scotland since 1890. 
An Atde-de-Camp to the King, he had been 
Ceapeste of the Order of the Thistle since 


The duke served first in the Coldstream 
Guards, and afterwards in. the 5th Lancers. 
He took part in the South African War, for 
which he had the medal and two clasps. In 
1876 he married Violet Hermione, second 
danghter of Sir Frederick Graham, third 
baronet, of Netherby, Cumberland, by whom 
he had three sons. He is succeeded by his 
eldest son, the Marquis of Graham. 

The Duke took an active interest in racing, 
both under Jockey Club and National Hunt 
Rules, though in recent years his colours of 
white, Graham tartan belt and cap have not 
been seen frequently on a racecourse. He was 
particularly interested in the Scottish meet- 
ings, where he frequently carried out the 
duties of a steward. 


MR. JOHN SHERLOCK. 

The death occurred last night, at hig resi- 
dence, at Clapham, London, of Mr. John 
Sherlock, a member of the Official Debates 
Staff of the House of Commons (“ Hansard’’) 
since 1909. Mr. Sherlock had been attending 
to his duties as recently as Thursday of last 
week, when he went home suffering from a 
chili.

GENEVA, Thursday. 
~ General Laidoner’s report on his investiga- 
tions in the Mosul ion was presented to 
the ,League Gouncil this’ morning. It says 


that Turkish soldiers, under command of 
their officers, occupied villages, obtained 
arms, pillaged houses, and subjected the in- 
habitants to atrocious acts of violence, and 
even to massacre. 


The report confirms, from General 
Laidoner’s al observation, the pitiable 
condition of the refu They had lost all 


their possessions, and were still in a deplor- 
able condition, with nothing to hope for. The 
deportations of Christians in the region of 
the Brussels line is stated to constitute a 
most important fact. The deportations are 
still going on. 

The Council took note of the report, and 
expressed its thanks. 


THE DELEGATION’S LETTER. 

In the letter. addressed to the Secretary- 
General of the League of Nations, declining to 
attend to-day’s proceedings of the Council in 
reference to General Laidoner’s report, the 
Turkish delegation nests a reply. The 
concluding portion of the letter is as follows: 
“The powers of the Turkish delegation to 
represent Turkey at the Council are limited 
to the case of the Council's: acting in con- 
formity with either Article 5 or Article 15 of 
the Covenant. The Turkish delegation re. 
grets that it is anable to respond to the in- 
vitation to attend the Council, though it would 
have done so had its mandate. permitted it 
to do go." . ) 

The Turkish statement, issued this evening 
as a rejoinder to General Laidoner, is not 
taken seriously, and it is pointed out that 
the Christians referred to as haying been de- 
ported are not Nestorians. but Chaldean 
Christians, who have never been triballv 
organised and have never risen against the 
Turks.—(Renter.)

IDOL WITH FEET OF CLAY, 


Mr. J. T. O'Farrell moved— 

That the Seanad regrets the unhappy 
anspices under which the Sharron Electri- 
fication scheme has beén launched, and hereby 
records its considered opinion that the success 
of the undertaking and the general interests 
of the State will be best promoted by a recog-

struction—-one that would have far-resehing 
effects on the social and economic dé “elep- 
ment of the Saorstat. 

They had intended, circumstances he 
other than they were now, to make a speci 
appeal from the headquarters of Irish Labour 
to all those engaged on the work to ‘look 
upon it as a national undertaking, to -give 
unstintingly and ungrudgingly of their best, 
and to show what Irish workers could “do 
towards the social and 
generation of Ireland. 

UNQUALIFIED OPPOSITION. 

Unfortunately, the Minister had decreed 
otherwise, and to-day they had no option but 
to offer all the opposition that it was possible 
to offer, because of the circumstances under 
which the seheme was being run. ‘They 
appealed to. all that was decent and hich- 
minded and patriotic, and to all who were 
anxious to lift the standard oí Irish life above 
the level of the pigsty, to say that the terms 
that were offered to the rank and file workers 
on that job were an insult.

THE VALUE OF A GUARANTEE 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 
In the matter of the Companies Acts and 
City of Dublin Steam Packet Company 
{Loop Line Guarantee), adjourned into Court,

Railway Acts of 1884 and 1887, and contained 
in two agreements which were referred to in 
the summons. 


Detailing the circumstances under which the 
agreement was given, counsel said that the 
guarantee- given by the company was a 
guarantee of £3,000 a year on the dividends 
of certain guaranteed stock of the Dublin 
Junction Railway, which was the Loop Line. 
It was a perpetual guarantee, and there were 
two other guarantors. The Great Southern 
Railways had guaranteed £4,000, and the 
Great Northern Railway of Ireland another 
£2,000. Pending the construction of the line 
the Act of 1 was passed, and the Great 
Southern and Western Railway and the Mid- 
land Great Western Railway, who were 
guaranteeing £2,000, dropped out. It became 
necessary to empower the other companies to 
increase their guarantee, and by the Act of 
1887, amending the Act of 1884, the Packet 
Company were empowered to guarantee 
£4, a year, but with a proviso that if 
they took up £25,000 of the ordinary stock 
of the Loop Line that would be taken as a 
bys ry of £1,000 of their guarantee. 

he Acts of 1884 and 1 gave power to the 
companies to enter into working agreements, 
and the Packet Company, the Wicklow Com- 
pany and the Great Northern entered into 
certain agreements which were the basis of 
the relations between the three companies 
with regard to the Loop Line and their 
mutual habilities. 


Under these agreements the separate 
capital of the Loop Line of £300,000 con- 
sisted of £225,000 guaranteed 4 per cent. 
stock, £50,000 preference stock, also bearing 
4 per cent., and the other £25,000 was ordi- 
nary, stock unguaranteed. The £225,000 
guaranteed stock was held by the public; the 
£50,000 preference stock was also held by 
certam members of Yhe public, and the 
£25,000 was taken up by the Packet Company 
in pursuance of the ry the t of reliev- 
ing themselves of £1,000 of their guarantee. 
It was provided by the agreement of August, 
1887, that the sum required to make up the 
dividend of 4 per cent. per amnúm on the 
guaranteed stock should be contributed 
annually by the parties to the agreement in 
the following portions :—Great Northern 
£2,000, Packet Company £3,000, and Wicklow 
Company £4,000; and that, if the full amount 
should not be required, each party should 
contribute the required sum in the like pro- 
portion, 

Mr. Justice Johnston—This is a question of 
arithmetic, not of law. 

Mr. Brown said that it did involve a 
matter of arithmetic, and he would submit 
what the pe pe fad liability should be.

CATTLE, 

DUBLIN METROPOLITAN CATTLE, 
North Circular road, Thursday.—As com- 
pared with last week’ gathering, there was 
a falling off in supply of 1,158 head of beasts 
and over 340 sheep. Altogether the numerical 
strength of the market was substantially 
ander a seasonable average, and in both de- 
partments there was quite a number of re- 
entries of animals from oyerplus of previous 
two or three markets. T y's show, in 
point of quality, was, perhaps, the roughest 
brought together for some time, and mostly 
of out-fed cattle, stall-feds being only in 
minor evidence here and there. ith re- 
gard to trade, yesterday’s Christmas Fat 
Stock Show naturally took a lot of keenness 
out of to-day’s business. This. show, how- 
ever, on the whole, was not of extra- 
ordinary ‘or unusual merit. Many ex- 
hibits were plain enough; the generally 
enhanced standard of values then established 
gave little or no stronger lead to to-day’s 
market, prices generally ranging on the level 
of this day week. Usually this week’s market 
comes under the auspices of the Christmas 
shipping fixture, but exporters a.¢ greatly 
handicapped in present circumstances and re- 
strictions at the other side of the water, the 
killing limit being four days after landing 
for Irish cattle, whiereas Canadians still, ap- 
parently, are allowed ten days’ detention be- 
fore slaughter. This materially curtailed 
business in the shipping direction, as in 
speaking with several important English, 
Southern and Midland exporters we were in- 
formed, with regard to one London pag má 
that he could have done with 150 more bul- 
locks if the period of detention had been ex- 
tended ; and others expressed themselves like- 
wise on the question of more important in- 
vestments if the period enabled them to defer 
slaughtering a few days more. There was an- 
other carry-over of unsold lots of cattle and 
sheep. Montreal advices with regard to Cana- 
dian shipments of cattle this week are 1,1 
head, being practically evenly distributed be- 
tween Liverpool, Manchester and Cardiff. 
Prices for steers are, perhaps, 10 to 25 cents 
dearer basis, choice steers being from 7.75 to 
8.25 dollars per 100 lbs., medium quality 
steers 7.25 to 7.50, and ordinary descriptions 
from 6.75 to 7.00; fat bulls from 5.00 to 6.00, 
and cows from 4.00 to 5.50 dollars per 100 lbs.

‘he show ‘of cattle was of most mediocre 
quality right through, and trade opehed in 
apathetic and dragging manner, but subse- 
quently tightened up somewhat for the better 
run of beasts available. But with regard to 
the commoner descriptions, matters were in- 
clined to get worse and more irregular as 
business proceeded. For the nicer qualities of 
stall-feds prices were from 49s. to 51s, and 
52s. 6d. cwt. (These prices, of course, do not 
bear favourable companies with yesterday's 
show cattle, up to 56s., 57s. 6d. and 60s. per 
ewt.). For ordinary stall-leds terms were 
around 48s. With regard to best grass-fed 
cattle, terms were again from 458. to 48s. 
‘ewt., and occasionally exceptionally nice 
bullocks and heifers up to SOs. per 
ewt. For something very fancy there 
might have been, here and there, 
a little more money, but we only heard 
of one particular case in which our figures 
were exceeded. For the more ordinary, but 
useful, descriptions of beasts prices were 
from 40s. to 44s. and 45s. per ewt.. A good 
number of cattle re-entered from previous 
markets were quickly recognised by habitueés, 
and were consequently bid for disappointingly, 
as were also the rougher and leaner sorts. 
Several drafts of fat bulls came on market, 
and these were mostly secured by North of 
Ireland men at 40s. per cwt. for the 
nicer sorts, back to, say, 36s. and 37s. 6d. for 
the heavier and rougher descriptions. Beef 
cows were a disappointing sale, especially 
stall-fed lots, which owners were reticent in 
letting go at current terms. For the best 
qualities of fat cows prices ran from 55s. to 
Áis. and 40s. per ewt., say, 42s. 6d. for stall- 
fed sorts. Other descriptions of cows were 
ditticult to sell anywhere from 22s. 6d. to 
33s. per cwt.. according to age and character. 

Bad and all as the sheep trade has been for 
the past couple of months, there was a pal- 
pably unfavourable turn in to-day’s situation ; 
in fact, business was remarkably slow 
throughout, and sellers, where meeting with 
a possible customer, were rather squeezable 
in point of price rather than let him pass, and 
this and other reasons put a decidedly 
cheaper complexion on the value of mutton, 
the only class still commanding an outstand- 
ing figure being very nice quality Cheviot 
wethers. Many sellers now consider that 
choice mutten can be purchased under Is. per 
Ib... and, barring fancy qualities, Lid. to 114d. 
would probably take in top range. A prize 
pen of sheep on yesterday's show was sold at 
£7 per head. These turned the scale at 142 
lbs., which would decidedly show that prices 
were scarcely a full Is. per Ib.; and then, of 
course, the butcher has the advantage of the 
head, skiy and offal, which ought to further 
lessen the value of mutton in carcase. For 
coarse and ordinary descriptions of mutton 
prices are aproximately within 9d. to 10}d.
